BSU Members Building 
100 Seat Amphitheater 


Baptist Student Union mem¬ 
bers are building their own am¬ 
phitheater. The completed struc¬ 
ture will seat 100 persons. 

The amphitheater, conceived 
by BSU members three years 
ago, will be used for vespers, 
sunrise services, short dramas, 
and occasionally classes, BSU 
Director Norman Ferguson said. 

It will have tiers of brick 
matching the BSU building. A 
brick wall with a decorative cross 
will form the backdrop for the 
stage. Beds of azaleas, cala- 
diums, roses, and evergreens 
will circle the amphitheater. 

Plans call for flower beds 
to have lighted effects. 

Band Contest 
Will Be Held 
April 26,27,28 

A three-day Interscholastic 
League band contest for this re¬ 
gion will be held in Wise Au¬ 
ditorium April 26-28. 

TJC Band Director Ed¬ 
win Fowler said the band con¬ 
test would consist of all senior 
and junior high schools in class¬ 
es A, B, C, CC, and CCC. “It 
will be a mammoth event,” the 
director said, “because this is 
a mammoth region.” 
in schools from Texarkana to 
Nacogdoches and over to Louis¬ 
iana.” 

High schools and junior high 
schools will compete in the five 
divisions. 

Fowler will annnounce the 
schools attending and their di¬ 
rectors within a few days. 

“Since there is no state com* 
petition,” Fowler said, “region¬ 
al is the highest a band may 
advance.” 

The band contest will be simi 
lar to the one held last year at 
TJC. 

This is the second meet to be 
month. The state forensics meet 
brought 17 colleges to the cam¬ 
pus. 


“Students wanted something 
to do,” Ferguson said, “so they 
decided to build an amphitheater 
on the natural slope beside the 
BSU. 

“They felt they would get a 
lot more out of outside vesper 
services in pretty weather.” 

Materials for the amphithea¬ 
ter were donated by “Christian 
businessmen who are interested 
in young people,” he said. 

Donors are Tyler Ready Mix, 
concrete for the foundations; Ath¬ 
ens Brick Company, brick; 
Coats-McCain Lumber Company, 
redwood for the benches; Clana- 
han Construction Company and 
Junior Cagle, supervision of 
brick laying; Architect Charles 
Hicks, design; Wayne Dement, 
installation of electricity and 
electrical supplies. 

During the past two summers, 
students have worked on the am¬ 
phitheater once a week and at 
various times during the school 
year, Ferguson said. 

Students “by the gobs have 
worked and will be working” on 
the amphitheater, the BSU direc¬ 
tor said. 

Ferguson sees the amphi¬ 
theater as a beauty spot for per¬ 
sonal meditation. 

“Sometimes we think better if 
the atmosphere is inspiring,” he 
said. 

The amphitheater is sched- 
uled for completion this spring.

BULLETIN 

Administrator of the Selec¬ 
tive Service in the Tyler area 
and dean of the college, Dr. E. 
M. Potter, believes that “all 
students eligible for the draft 
should take the test.” 

Reasons he gave were there 
is no charge for the test, also 
“Strong students will make good 
grades anyway,” Dr. Potter, 
“and the experience of testing 
will be good for them.” 

As a third reason for taking 
the deferment test, the dean 
says “ students who are not like¬ 
ly to be in the upper portion 
of their class need to take the 
test and establish a score of 
70 or higher.” 

To continue college without 
taking the test, he says, a fresh¬ 
man should be in the top half 
of his male class and a sopho¬ 
more in the top two-thirds of 
his male class. 

“Any student,” Dean Potter 
believes,” that is anywhere 
near the borderline of rank in 
his class would be utterly fool¬ 
ish not to take the test.” 


FOUR TYPES 

The test will include four 
types of questions: 

1. Verbal fluency items, ask¬ 
ing the student to choose words 
to complete a sentence. 

2. A reading comprehension 
section, requiring interpretation 
of the material. 

3. Mathematical questions to 
test ability to reason with num¬ 
bers. 

4. Interpretation of non¬ 
verbal data such as charts, 
graphs and maps. 

Passing grade has not been 


announced for the test Selec¬ 
tive Service ofiicials said cram¬ 
ming for the test will not help 
the student’s score. 

“The test will be of particu¬ 
lar interest to students who think 
their potential is better than 
their college grades,” said one 
of the experts designing the test 
for Science Research Associates, 
a firm contracted by the selec¬ 
tive service board to assemble 
the test.

Freshmen 'Need To Give 
Thought’ To Campus Office 


Freshmen should begin now 
thinking about running for a gen¬ 
eral student body (Student Senate) 
or class office, says Senate Sec¬ 
retary Miss Jan Godfrey. 

Freshmen taking 12 semester 
hours and maintaining at least 
a C average are eligible to run 
for the offices. 

The student body will elect 
a president, vice-president and 
secretary for both the sophomore 
class and general student body 
and four sophomore cheer¬ 
leaders. 

Senate office elections will be 
April 21; sophomore class elec¬ 
tions, April 28; and cheerleader 
elections, May 5. 

All elections are on Thurs¬ 
days. 

Candidates will give their 
campaign speeches or—in the 
case of cheerleaders—try out at 
an assembly the Tuesday pre¬ 
ceding the election. 

Candidates for student body 
and sophomore class offices 
should submit a petition contain¬ 
ing the signatures of at least 50 
academic day students and three 
faculty members to Senate Pres¬ 
ident Vance Burnham before the 
campaign assembly. 

Cheerleader candidates 
should submit petitions to Head 
Cheerleader Bennie Ellis before 
the tryouts. 

According to the student body 


bylaws, the Senate president shall 
conduct a meeting to review the 
election procedure and announce 
campaign assembly and election 
dates. Burnham said the date of 
the meeting for potential candi¬ 
dates has not been set. 

The bylaws also state that 
electioneering--including the 
placing of posters-- 4 *shall not 
begin before the campaign as¬ 
sembly’s termination.” Candida¬ 
tes beginning electioneering 
earlier will be disqualified. 

At the campaign assembly 
each candidate and his campaign 
manager will speak. Campaign 
managers will officially nominate 
their candidates in a speech not 
to exceed two minutes in length. 
The candidate’s address should 
not exceed five minutes. 

Polls will remain open from 
7:30 a.m.-4 p.m. election days at 
the double stairway in the Main 
Building. 

Student body officers preside 
at all Senate meetings and at 
college assemblies. Sophomore 
class officers lead their class 
activities, represent the class at 
Senate meetings and preside at 
class assemblies. Cheerleaders 
direct pep rallies and yells at 
athletic events. 

According to Ellis, this year’s 
cheerleaders will teach yells to 
those wishing to tryout for cheer¬ 
leader. Students wishing more 
information should contact Ellis.

Six TJC students and seven 
Lon Morris students placed in 
finals of the 18-entry Texas Jun¬ 
ior College Speech Association 
Forensic Meet on campus last 
week but Lon Morris won sweep- 
stakes.

They collected 
a total of 14 points and TJC 
totaled five to place fourth in 
state.

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German Institute Donates 
Scientific, Literary Books 


The “Goethe Institut" in 
Muenchen, Germany, through the 
German Consulate in Houston 
has donated a teachers' refer¬ 
ence library of more than 40 
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German scientific and literary 
books. 

German Instructor Stanley 
Cyr said “Some of the books 
will be quite valuable in instruc¬ 
tion.’’ 

Cyr explained that the Goethe 
Institut is “an institution with 
offices in a number of major 
cities in the world—Athens, Car¬ 
acas, Canstantinople." 

He named its principal job 
as teaching German to beginners. 

All books are completely in 
German, said Cyr, except two 
idiomatic dictionaries, which are 
“quite valuable for reference 
work." One is a thousand ido- 
matic ways of saying things. 

The books will be of great 
benefit, said Cyr. A number of 
the reference books are for syn¬ 
tax and grammatical problems. 
There are several selections of 
literature—short short stories— 
and several radio plays, “some¬ 
thing big in Germany now," he 
said. 

“I’m surprised they have 
made such a large donation," 
commented Cyr, who studied for 
two months at the Institut in 1964. 

Cyr says students may use 
the books in his office. His of¬ 
fice hours are 8:56 a.m. daily, 
3:28 p.m. Mondays and Wednes¬ 
days, and 2:32 p.m. Tuesdays, 
Thursdays, and Fridays. 


Mrs. King Wins 
4 State Awards 
In Press Meet 

Mrs. Liz King, journalism 
assistant and former Tyler Cour- 
ier-Times-Telcgraph reporter, 
has received four awards in the 
Texas Women's Press annual 
statewide writing contest. 

The former Pow Wow editor 
won two first, one second, and 
one third place awards for en¬ 
tries written while she was are- 
porter for the Tyler newspaper. 

The first place awards were 
for a news story and a series 
of critic’s reviews. They were 
entered in categories competing 
with Dallas, Houston, El Paso, 
and other large papers, she said. 

One was a speech coverage 
and the other a review of Tyler's 
Community Concerts. 

The other two articles, in 
competition with all Texas daily 
and weekly publications, were a 
fashions series winning second, 
and a sports series of the Tyler 
Yacht Club’s regatta, winning 
third.

49 # 000 DIE 

Last year alone, a record 
49,000 people died on the high¬ 
ways boosting the total killed 
since 1900 to 1.5 million men, 
women, and children. 

Some action has been taken 
toward curbing our increas¬ 
ing auto death rate. 

General Motors Corporation 
announced that an impact¬ 
absorbing, collapsible steering 
column and a dual, fail-safe, 
braking system, would be .stan¬ 
dard on all 1967 GM models. 

WASHINGTON PRESSURE 

Most of the pressure placed 
on the auto industry has come out 
of'Washington. A year ago, the 
General Service Administration 
forced auto manufacturers to 
agree that starting in 1967, all 
of the 60,000 cars bought an¬ 
nually by Federal agencies will 
be equipped with 17 known safety 
devices, ranging from seat belts 
to padded windshield visors. 

Then aSenate safety-subcom¬ 
mittee resumed its hearings on 
auto safety and disclosed several 
new facts.

AUTO DEFECTS 

As an example of serious de¬ 
fects, mainly affecting road sta¬ 
bility, the committee cited the 
rear-engine Corvairs produced 
by GM from 1960 through 1963. 
The auto manufacturer gave 
$70,000 to one California woman 
who lost an arm when her Cor- 
vair flipped over. The company 
is fighting nearly 100 lawsuits 
filed after other accidents. 

New car buyers pay $700 
apiece for model changes, most 
of them involving styling, said 
Attorney Ralph Nader. “Con¬ 
sider how much safer today’s 
automobile would be,” he said, 
“if, over the past two decades, 
the car buyers received a sub¬ 
stantial safety advance.” 

CORNELL RESEARCH 

The Cornell injury research 
program at Buffalo backs the 
attorney’s belief. For the past 
13 years it has analyzed the 
reasons for death and injury in 
60,000 accidents. 

Cornell research indicated 
four years ago that in one group 
of 759 fatalities, 278 victims died 
when they were bounced out of 
the car and another 133 were 
crushed on the immovable steer¬ 
ing column. 

Yet it was only last fall that 
restfraining seat belts were made 
standard on all auto models. 

Better safety devices cannot 
cut out all the highways and road 
fatalities because a bad driver 
can cause an accident in even a 
safety car. 

If we would put into practice 
what our research has given to 
us, we could cut the death rate 
on American highways in half.
